Rio  de  Janeiro,  January  31st,  1893, 

From  all  we  can  learn  the  situation  in 
fcantos  IS  again   becoming  critical   in    the 
extreme.     We  learn   that  there  is  much 
lever  in    the  shipping  and  in  the  crowded 
quarters  of  the  city,  but  we  can  not  learn 
that  anything  practical  is  being  carried  out 
to  mitigate  the  dangers  of  a„  epidemic. 
A  fever  hospital  has  recendy  been  opened 
and  some  relief  may  be  derived  from  it' 
always  providing  the    treatment  is  good' 
liut  the  perils  arising    from    a  crowded 
filthy  city,  badly  drained  and  never  cleaned' 
and  (rem  an  overcrowded  pott  where  ships 
are  compelled  to  wait  from  six  months  to 
two  years  for  an  opportunity  to  discharge 
are  still  in  existence  and  the  authorities  are 
doing  nothing  to  remove  them.    We  know 
of  course,  that  studies  have  been  made  for 
sanitary  improvements,  and  that   indirect 
means  have  been  accepted  for  the  improve- 
ment of  transportation,    but  none  of  these 
projects  can  be  available  for  a  loi.g,  time  to 
come.     A  half  dozen  fever  epidemics  will 
decimate  Santos   belore  3    single  one  of 
these    measures    can    be  made  effective 
11  the  authorities  had  a  proper  sense  of  their 
responsibilities,  they   would  have  had  the 
imil  places  cleaned  long  before  this,   and 
'^=y  would  have  had  the  double  track  on 
the  S.  Paulo  railway  nearly  completed  at 
this  moment,     They  should  also  have  had 
temporary  piers  constructed  (or  the  landin.' 
of  merchandise,    so  that    the  unfortunate 
ships  sent  there  could  have  been  discharged 
and  cleared.    All  of  these  measures  would 
have  helped  not  a  little  to  improve  the  city 
and  to  mitigate  the  severities  ol  these  epi- 
demics.   Ignorant  officials  in  Santos  and  an 
indifferent  executive  in   Rio  de   Janeiro 
however,    have  blindly  stood  in   the  way', 
and  the  result  will  be  the  loss  of  hundreds 
ol  lives  which  otherwise  would  have  been 
saved.    The  caprices  of  an  official  may  be 
ol  considerable  consequence  to  the  country, 
but  the  unpardonable  and  unnecessary  loss 
oflife  which  niustfollow  these  blunders  and 
intrigues,    is  a   matter  which  can  not  be 
easily  excused  or  condoned.    Santos  now 
enjoys  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the 


We  do  not  know  how  incorrect  the  re- 
ports may   be  in   regard  to  the  promises 
made  lor  the  introdticlion  of  Chinese  into 
this  country,  but  it  is  very  evident  that  the 
whole  business  is  full  of  deceptions    and 
impossibilities.     A   very  small  amount    of 
rencction  ought  to  show  the  Brazilian  plant- 
er that  the  promises  made  to  furnish  him 
Uiincse  laboteis  at  transportation  rates  less 
thiin  those  paid  lor  European  immigrants 
and  lor  wages  so  low  tluu  they  woii'ld  not 
leed  a  dog,  are  purely  chimerical.     If  it 
costs  the  stale  about  io$ ptr  capita  to  bring 
out  immigrants  from  Europe  by  means  of 
established    steamship  lines,    then    surely 
much  more  than  that  will  be  required  to  pay 
the  costs  of  transporting  a  Chinaman  three 
or  four  times  the  distance,  where  no  estab- 
lished direct  steamship  lines  exist.     Even 
the  means  employed  in  the  slave  trade— 
whicll  will  not  he  permitted  at  this  day- 
would  not  admit  the  rates  which  have  been 
ollered      And  as  for  wages,  the  Chinaman 
is  no  tool  and  he  knows  too  well  what  he 
can  get  in  other  countries  ;  he  is  a  cheap 
laborer  of  course,  but  not  quite  so  cheap  as 
some  Brazilian  planters  are  anxious  to  be- 
lieve.     And    even    were    he  deceived    into 
coming    here   at   the    rates  promised      lie 
would  very  soon   loani  that  more  can   be 
obtained  in  the  cities,  or  on   other  planta- 
tions, and  nothing  will  prevent  his  evadiii» 
hiscontractto  better  his  condition.     Coif- 
tract  labor  ol   this    description  is  only  one 
step  better  than  slavery,   and   Brazil   will 
find  It  very  dillicult  to  enforce  such  unjust 
claims  in  face  of  the  universal  protests  which 
will  follow.     The  Brazilian  planter   is   the 
master  of  some  of  the  most  profitable  in- 
dtistncs  of  the  world,   and   they  are  indus- 
tries which    can  aflbrd   good    wages      He 
must  therefore   make   up  his  mind  to  pay 
well   and    to   treat  bis  laborers  honorably 
or  he   will  very   soon    fi,„i  his   dilliculties 
even  greater  than  they  are  now.  In  our  opi- 
nion,   the   Chinese   labor   quest,   in  which 
the  Brazilian  planter  is  now  engaged     is  a 
serious  mistake,   both  politically  and   eco- 
nomically.    The  unemj.loyed  laboring  ele- 
ment here  is  sulliciem  lor  many  times  the 
present  industrial  requirements  of  the  coun- 
try,   and   it   is   a   fatal   mistake    to    ignore 
that  fact.     J-.very  interest  of    the   country 
whether  industrial,   or  social,  or  political 
demands  that   these  idle   multitudes  shall 
be  prohtably  employed.     It  is,  in  fiict,  the 
only  means  by  which  they  can  be  made  good 
citizens.      The    planter,    however,    is  not 
willing  to  pay  them  living  wages,    and    is 
trying  to  pass  them  over  /or  a  semi-servile 
element,  which    will  live  on  less  than  any 
other  nationality,  and  will  then,  if  permit- 
ted,   take    away  every  cent  of  his   poor 
earnings.      Such     a    man  may  serve    to 
enrich    his  employer,    but    at     the  same 
time  he    helps  to  demoralize  the  people 
among  whom  he  -works,  and  to  impoverish 
the  government  which  protects  him.     In  a 
country  where  there  are  no  laborers  and 
there  is  no  need  of  citizens,  he  may  serve  a 
good  purpose,  but  in  a  country  where  good 
men  are  crowded  out  by  his  cheapness  he 
is  a  curse.     He  will  pay  no  taxes,  make  no 
improvements,  and  lake  no  part  in  the  so- 
cial   developmi-nt    of    the    people.      His 
cheaper  services  may  bring  relief  lor  a  time 
but  in  the   end   tliey  will    lead  10  conse'- 
quences   far  more  costly  than   the  wages 
saved  by  his  employment.     It  is  a  fallacy 
to  say  that  he  is  a  neces,sily   in  a  transition 
stale  between  slave  and   liee  labor,   lor  the 
conditions  which  require  him  are  the  easily 
corrected    ones    of    personal     disposition 
If  the  ex-slave-holder  wishes  he  can  fill  his 
slave-tilled  fields  to-morrow  with  free  labor- 
ers and  keep  them   there.     He  must   treat 
them  as  free  men,  however,  and  he  masi 
pay  them  what  their  labor   is  worth.     I'he 
Brazilian  planter  does    not    wish  to  do  tliis 
hence  his  quest  for  the  semi-servile  Chinese 
while  millions  ol  Iree  laborers  remain  about 
him     unemployed    and    hopelessly    poor 
And  the  worst  part  of  it  is,  that  the  govern- 
ment, which  ought  to  recognize  no   distinc- 
tions between  its  citizens,  openly  allies  it,sell 
with  the  planter  and    helps   to   introduce  a 
class  which  must  inevitably    demoraliz,-  and 
further  impoverish  the  lower  classes  of  the 
country.     It  is  woise   than  a  mistake  ■  it  is 
a  crime  to  do  such  a  thing.  '

II  invalids  find  it  beneficial  to  go  to  the 
sca-side,  and  to  lake  sea-baths,  then  surely 
the  water  can  not  hurtful. 

As  for  llie  foulness  of  the  water  in  this 
bay,  that  necessarily  depends  on  the  lo- 
cality. In  the  open  bay,  or  along  the 
shores  where  the  tide  currents  are  strong, 
the  water  must  be  quite  as  pure  as  it  is 
outside.  In  sheltered  places  where  there 
IS  no  current,  as  in  the  Gamboa  bay,  or  the 
shallow  S,  Ghrislovilo  hay,  llio  water  is 
certainly  very  foul  and  should  not  be  nseil. 
We  can  understand  that  if  water  is  usetl 
containing  much  vegetable  or  animal  inat- 
ler,  its  decomposition  in  the  streets  would 
cause  sickness,  but  if  the  water  is  clear  ami 
pure,  as  it  should  be,  we  can  not  see  that 
It  would  be  detrimental  to  health.  We 
know  from  experience  that  the  intense  heat 
ol  our  streets  causes  sickness,  and  we  have 
scientific  authority  for  the  statement  that 
slrcet  dust  is  full  of  poisonous  germs.

— The  Jonial  do  Coiiimorio  of  Santa  Catharina 
denies  that  Dr.  I'aula  Ramos  has  had  the  cor;]ial 
reception  reported. 

— According  to  Rio  Grande  exchanges  liarros 
Cassal  is  being  persecuted  hy  the  police  and  is 
afraid  of  assassination. 

—Senator  Aristides  Lobo  is  writing  in  S.  Paulo 
in  favor  of  peopling  that  state  with  Swiss.  I'lit 
down  your  cash,  Aristides;  pas  War^ciit,  pm  de 
stiis.u's. 

— The  ruliher  sliiiipcd  from  Para  in  I^cccinber 
amounted  to  2,2f)0,k2.\  kilos,  of  wbich  1,662,329 
were  sent  to  ihc  United  States  and  59^,41)5  to 
liurope, 

—  On  the  7lh  inst.,  in  the  city  of  Para  there  was 
a  rainfall  which  is  said  to  have  been  the  heaviest 
ihat  lias  hccn  known  for  many  years.

— The  jiapers  arc  filled  with  telegrams  from 
Santa  Catharina  stating  how  the  people  are  re- 
joicing over  the  returti  ol  Dr.  I'iuda  liamos.

—The  state  legislature  of  Riode  Janeiro  resolved 
on  the  251  h,  hy  a  vote  of  2S  against  12,  to  select 
Theiesnpolis  as  ike  future  capital  of  ikat  stale,  In 
the  fnud  vote  Thercsopolis  had  28  voles,  Campos 
7,  Nova  Frihurgo  4  and  Vassouras  3.  The  new 
capital  will  have  to  he  built  entirely,  as  Thercs- 
opolis is  only  a  very  small  country  village. 

— The  state  legislature  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  refused 
to  remove  the  capital  to  Vassouras  and  on  the  27th 
inst.  Ike  Vassouras  voters  refused  to  go  to  the 
polls  for  the  purpose  of  electing  two  members  for 
filling  vacancies  in  the  legislature,  Would  it  not 
have  been  wiser  in  those  voters  to  have  cast  their 
votes  for  two  candidates  opposed  to  the  legislature's 
action?  We  greatly  fear  that  tke  state  legislature 
is  so  thick-skinned  as  lo  be  perfectly  indifferent  to 
silent  rebukes. 

— On  tke  26tk  inst.  tke  governor  of  Pernambuco 
sent  a  squad  of  policemen  to  prevent  the  Cnxanga 
train  from  stopping  in  front  ofthe  cavalry  barracks, 
which  the  railway  company  claimed  it  had  a  right 
to  do  in  virtue  oi  its  contract.  The  telegram  does 
not  give  details,  but  we  imagine  thai  it  must  have 
been  amusing  to  see  the  policemen  trying  to 
arrest  Ihe  train  or  to  push  it  to  some  other  part  of 
the  track.  In  all  probability  they  will  soon  settle 
tke  dispute  by  shooting  tke  passengers. 

—A  Pernambuco  telegram  of  tlie  30lh  says  that 
one  of  tke  editors  of  Ike  CiJBC/rt  was  attacked  and 
beaten  on  the  28th  by  three  military  ofiicers  and  a 
police' official,  accompanied  by  some  cavalry  sol- 
diers. 'iVo  of  the  officers  are  aids  on  the  gover- 
nor's staff.  'Ihe  cause  of  the  violence  was  the 
Giizeta'i  opposition  to  tke  governor.  On  the  29tk, 
one  of  Ike  officers  published  a  card  threatening  to 
destroy  the  printing  office  and  kill  the  editors  of 
the  said  journal.  There  secm^  to  be  a  very  enjoy- 
able state  of  affairs  in  Pernambuco.  Tke  patriotic 
military  officer  is  making  a  republic  deserving  of 
general  admiration ! 

— Tkere  was  a  meeting  at  Juiz  de  F<5ra  on  the 
25th  in  the  interests  of  Chinese  immigration.    It 

was  largely  official  in  character,  being  presided 
over  hy  tke  governor  of  tke  state  and  .attended  by 
the  minister  of  agriculture.  Governor  Affonso 
Penna  said  that  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  expect  a 
large  current  of  Chinese  immigration,  in  view  of 
the  experience  in  tke  United  States,  but  when  the 
minister  of  agriculture  declared  tkat  the  President 
of  the  republic  desired  to"  encourage  a  large  influx 
of  immigration,  he  added  that  the  authorities  ofthe 
state  would  assist  the  movement  with  all  the  mears 
at  their  disposal.  It  was  the  general  argument 
that  the  Chinese  laborer  is  best  suited  to  the  tran- 
sition from  slave  to  free  labor. 


—The  reception  of  Dr.  Kuy  Harbosa  at  Bahia 
on  the  26th  is  reported  lo  have  been  most  enthu- 
siasiic. 

—A  telegram  from  Rio  Grande  says  that  the 
steamer  Jtoif-ii  succeeded  in  getting  off  the  Can- 
gassii  banks  on  the  25th.

—The  ISoin  Despacho  (good  dispatch)  kospit.al 
at  Haliia,  for  yellow  fever  cases,  has  been  re-opened, 
Two  patients  from  the  (jcrman  sleainer  Ciiitni 
were  landed  tkere  on  the  26th. 

— We  are  gl.id  10  see  that  Kngineer  Paula  Ramos 
had  a  magnificent  reception  at  Santa  Catharina  on 
tke  26ih.  According  to  the  telegrams  everybody 
is  glad  lo  see  him  back — except,  of  course,  the 
governor. 

— Tke  telegraph  says  that  tke  inauguration  of 
Julio  de  Castilhos  as  governor  of  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul,  was  effected  with  "great  solemnity."  It  de. 
served  to  be  I  It  was  one  of  the  most  solemn 
blunders  ever  committed. 

—On  the  26tk  a  lighter  containing  175  boxes  of 
kerosene  look  fire  in  the  port  of  liahia  and  was  a 
complete  loss.  The  origin  of  the  fire  is  ascribed  to 
the  carelessness  of  one  ofthe  lightermen— probably 
by  means  ofthe  omnipresent  cigarette. 

— The  arrests  have  been  effected  in  liahia  of  a 
man  named  Tavares,  his  sister  and  a  midwife,  for 
the  murder  of  an  infant  at  birth.  The  man  is  ac- 
cused ofthe  seduction  of  his  own  sister,  the  two  of 
them  strangling  the  child  to  conceal  their  guilt. 

— A  telegram  from  Goyaz  on  Ihe  24tk  announces 
the  resignation  ofthe  governorship  of  that  state  by 
Dr.  BulhoBB.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know 
why  he  accepted  the  place,  if  he  had  no  intention 
of  occupying  the  ofiice  more  than  three  or  four 
months. 

— The  governor-elect  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  Sr. 
Julio  de  Castilhos,  was  formally  inaugurated  on 
the  2Slh.  A  greater  mistake  than  the  election  of 
this  man  coukl  not  have  been  made.

The  police  were  of  course  used  to  repress  tke  dis- 
turbance and  to  teach  the  "  unruly  foreigner  "  that 
he  must  await  the  pleasure  of  the  authorities  in 
such  matters. 

—  We  hear  that  a  gentleman  residing  in  Sai 
Paulo  has  offered  about  eight  acres  of  land  as  a 
site  for  the  Mackenzie  College,  which  was  men- 
tioned in  these  columns  a  short  time  ago.  I,et  us 
hope  that  this  is  tke  beginning  of  a  series  of  doiia- 
tions  which  will  soon  give  Sao  Paulo  a  renlly 
first-class  collegiate  institution.

A  NEW  HOSPITAL. 

A  new  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  yellow  fever 
has  recently  been  inaugurated  in  Santos.  It  is 
located  on  the  Praia  do  Macaco,  and  is  approached 
by  w-iter,  or  by  an  extension  of  Rua  Joiio  Octavio. 
The  buildings  are  isolated  and  are  within  extensive 
grounds. 

The  hospital  consists  of  three  pavilions,  built 
about  a  quadrangle,  with  varandas  and  annexes. 
The  centr.il  building  is  devoted  to  the  administra- 
tion, and  is  40  metres  long  by  15  metres  wide.  In 
addition  to  the  various  ofiTices  of  theadministration, 
it  includes  three  private  wards. 

The  left  wing,  40  by  15  metres,  is  destined 
for  one  large  general  ward  and  will  accommodate 
Oo  beds.  The  right  wing,  which  is  of  the  same 
size,  is  divided  into  an  observation  ward,  15  by  15 
metres,  and  a  woman's  ward,  25  by  15  metres. 
Two  chalets,  forming  extensions  to  these  two  pav- 
ilions, will  contain  the  closets,  baths,  etc.,  behind 
each  of  which  is  a  large  water-tank  capable  of 
holding  2,500  litres. 

At  the  rear  of  tke  garden  occupying  the  quad- 
■angle,  is  a  large  pavilion  destined  for  a  dining- 
room  for  the  hospital  attendants  and  conv.ilescents, 
besides  6  rooms  for  ist-class  patients.  Behind 
this  is  the  kitchen  and  its  dependencies.  The 
hospital  is  also  provided  with  a  steam  disinfector, 
mortuary,  launclry,  etc.     The  grounds   have   been 


planted  and  are  designed  to  serve  for  the  recreation 
of  convalescents.  A  hospital  of  this  character  has 
been  much  neeiled  in  Santos,  and  we  trust  that  the 
greatest  care  will  be  taken  to  secure  the  best  of 
medical  attendance  and  internal  service  for  it,  so 
that  the  terrible  mortality  which  characterizes  the 
fever  epidemics  of  Santos  may  be  greatly  reduced.

— Messrs.  Wertheimer  &  Co.,  ofthe  American 
Express  Co,,  have  kindly  offered  to  receive  and 
deliver  newspapers,  parcels,  plants,  etc,,  for  the 
Hospital,  free  of  charge.  Parties  having  such' 
parcels  to  send  there  may  notify  the  company  at 
any  time,  and  the  service  will  be  executed  by  the 
first  opportunity. 

— We  hear  that  the  main  building  of  the  new 
hospital  in  Sao  Paulo  is  rapidly  approaching  com- 
pletion and  will,  it  is  anticipated,  be  ready  for 
occup.ttion  in  May  next.  'Phis  building  will  be 
devoted  to  tke  use  ofthe  nurses,  kitchen,  etc.,  and 
will  have  rooms  for  eight  beds .  The  two  wings, 
which  have  not  yet  been  begun,  will  have  space 
for  20  beds  each.  The  work  is  retarded,  how- 
ever, by  lack  of  money. 

— We  desire  to  again  call  the  attention  of  our 
readers  to  the  necessities  of  the  Hospital.  Two 
extensions  to  the  main  building  are  urgently  needed, 
neither  of  which  will  cost  much  money.  Then  an 
outside  chalet  for  a  nurses'  residence  is  also  much 
needed.  There  are  many  here  in  Rio  wd^o  have  as 
yet  given  notking,  and  tkere  are  old  Rio  residents 
m  England  and  tke  Slates  who  can  easily  afford  a 
handsome  donation.  We  have  the  beginning  of  a 
first-class  hospital,  and  it  is  to  be  lioped  thiit  our 
friends  will  not  let  it  suffer  for  lack  of  means.

—Great  preparations  are  in  progress  for  the  cele- 
bration of  Carnival  next  inonlh. 

—We  do  not  wish  to  alarm  our  readers,  but  we 
have  Dr.  Martins  Junior  here  in  Rio ! 

—At  the  beginning  of  the  month  the  Treasury 
received  25,8591:560  from  the  Ilha  Grande  quaran- 
tine  station— the  proceeds  of  the  obligatory  disin- 
fections of  vessels  sent  there. 

—A  New  York  telegram  ol  the  27lh  announces 
the  death  ol  Hon.  James  G.  Blaine,  at  the  age  of 
63  years.  He  had  been  seriously  ill  for  some  time 
and  his  death  was  not  unexpected. 

—The  much  prosecuted  Sebastiao  Pinlio  has  at 
last  turned  on  his  enemies  and  presented  to  the 
courtof  appeals  a  complaint  against  the  judge  o( 
the  civil  and  criminal  tribunal.  Dr.  Miranda  Ribeiro 
(or  violating  the  order  oi  habeas  corpus  conceded  to 
him  by  Ihe  supreme  federal  tribunal.  The  court 
promptly  dismissed  the  complainl. 


— Complaints  Blill  continue  to  appear  agabm  the 
ferry  service  to  Nicthcroy.  Until  manntjer*  are 
found  who  possess  just  a  little  common  sense,  there 
will  be  no  end  to  such  complaints. 

— If  there  is  any  one  in  quarantine  al  Illu  Grande, 
he  is  to  be  envied  ;  for  the  Brazilian  navy  is 
down  there  practicing  evolutions.  It  is  n  new 
thing  for  the  Brazilian  sailor  to  be  put  through  his 
paces. 

— The  killings  at  the  Sania  Cruz  abattoir  average 
about  230  to  250  head  of  catile  a  day— barely  half 
enougli  for  the  needs  of  the  city ,  And  yet  surprise 
is  expressed  that  heef  is  dear  in  ihe  butchers' 
shops. 

—The  commission  sent  up  into  the  wilderness 
under  Dr.  Crnis,  to  discover  a  site  for  the  luture 
capital  of  Brazil,  left  Uheiaba  for  this  city  on  the 
26ih.  We  are  burning  with  curiosity  to  see  the 
report. 

— The  Jornal  do  Commoio  is  informed  of  tke 
marriage  in  Florence  recently  of  Conde  de  Ville- 
neuve,  formerly  proprietor  of  tliat  paper.  The 
lady  is  tke  widow  of  hr.  Antoiiini,  formerly  Uru- 
guayan minister  at  Rome. 

— The  minister  of  interior  has  given  6,000$  to 
Dr.  Freire  in  aid  of  the  so-called  "  bacleriulogicat 
institute"  wbich  that  gentleman  is  directing.  The 
statistics  recently  published  by  that  gentleman  ought 
to  be  convincing  proof  that  the  money  is  being 
thrown  away. 

—The  embargo  on  the  American  steamer  Vigi- 
laitcia  was  raised  by  X\\t  juiz  federal  in  Sao  Paulo 
on  the  26111  insl.  The  steamer  left  Santos  for  Rio 
on  Ihe  following  day,  and  then  leaves  this  port  (or 
New  York  to-morrow.  The  embargo  in  Santos  was 
in  force  19  days. 

—The  minister  of  interior  has  declined  to  ap- 
prove the  appointment  of  the  widely  known  natur- 
alist Fritz  Muller  as  a  "  travelling  naturalist"  for 
the  national  museum,  because  lie  had  not  been 
selected  by  means  of  a  competitive  examination. 
No  comment  is  necessary. 

—And  now  it  is  the  Companhii  Territorial  e 
Con^lructora !  The  sub-procurador  geral  of  this 
district  has  asked  for  a  police  investigation,  alleg- 
ing grave  irregularities  in  which  many  people  of 
high  social  position  are  concerned,  VVe  may  not 
be  able  to  afford  a  Panama  scandal,  but  we  are 
doing  a  fair  business  of  that  character  in  a  smal 
way. 

— Now  that  Prefect  Barata  Ribeiro  is  doing  good 
service  in  demolishing  old  rookeries,  and  in  sup- 
pressing nuisances,  we  beg  lo  call  his  attention 
to  that  unsightly  strHClure|in  a  public  garden  on 
the  Caes  da  Gknia,  It  was  intended  lor  a  "switch- 
hack  railway,"  hut  it  is  a  mass  of  old  boxes, 
refuse  and  unfinished  barracks.  Why  not  have  it 
removed? 

—The  Jornal  do  Commercio  hears  that  the  Com- 
paniiia  Estrada  de  Ferro  Pevanha  ao  Araxd  has 
petitioned  lor  the  bankmpicy  of  Sehastiiio  Pinho, 
wJio  is  said  to  have  1,000.000$  deposited  in  account 
current  wilb  a  bank  of  this  city  with  which  he  is 
connected,  wliicli  deposit  is  the  product  of  the  first 
inslallment  paid  in  on  the  subscribed  capital  of  that 
company.  Anoih^r  paper  says  that  the  petition 
was  accepted. 

—The  residents  of  Rua  de  Benifica  are  coin- 
pkining  of  the  raids  of  disorderly  sohliers  of  ihe 
gih  cavalry.  On  the  29th  a  Portuguese  was  so 
badly  beaten  by  a  party  of  these  ruffnns  that  it 
was  necessary  to  send  him  to  the  hospititl.  Two 
other  men  were  robbed  in  the  open  street  liy  tliein, 
and  on  being  captured  by  a  partv  of  citizens  and 
taken  before  a  police  inspector'  several  articles 
which  had  been  stolen  were  found  upon  lliem. 

—The  celebrated  tenement  called  the  "  C.i%(»  de 
Potco,"  which  has  for  years  successfully  resisted 
all  effoits  by  the  sanitary  authorities  lo  have  it 
cleansed  or  torn  down,  was  finally  destroyed  on 
the  evening  of  the  26ih  by  a  force  of  over  300 
laborers  from  the  public  works  department,  under 
the  protection  of  a  large  force  of  police  and  fire- 
men. This  eorti^o  has  long  been  a  focus  of  infec- 
lion  for  the  whole  neigliborhood,  and  its  destruc- 
tion in  this  manner  will  be  heartily  praised. 

—Three  mounled  policemen,  led  by  a  cabo,  rode 
into  an  eating-house  on  Rua  da  AssemblAa,  on  the 
26lh,  with  drawn  swords  and  revolvers.  They  cut 
several  customers  with  their  swords  and  did  con- 
sidcrable  damage  Ijelore  withdrawing.  Complaint 
was  made,  of  course,  and  a  pretense  of  invesiigaiioii 
will  follow— but  will  that  end  these  scandals  ?  Will 
the  aulhorhies  punish  these  scoundrels,  or  will 
they  wait  until  the  rabble  can  stand  it  no  loncer 
and  lake  to  shooting  at  uniforms  from  the  house- 
tops ? 

i— An  unusual  number  of  cases  have  been  re- ' 
ported  lately  o(  brutal  acts  of  violence  against  little 
girls,  but  somehow  we  never  hear  of  any  punish- 
ment for  Ihe  crime.  It  is  a  burning  disgrace  that 
these  crimes  are  permitted  with  so  much  impunity  ' 
1  hey  are  even  worse  than  murder  and  should  be 
dealt  withticcordinyly.  If  the  authorities  are  not 
humane  enough  and  civilized  enough  to  protect 
innocent  cbddren  against  the  brutish  lusts  o7  these 
ruffians,  then  a  Utile  lynching  in  this  country  will 
be  a  welcome  evidence  of  an  awakening  civilization. 

—A  horrible  crime  was  committed  in  Rua  Senhor 
dos  Passos  on  the  evening  of  the  27th,  a  man 
named  Fran9ois,  said  to  be  a  speculator  in  the 
shameless  traffic  in  unfortunate  women,  assassin- 
atmg  Ills  mistress.  Anna  Burkhoflfer,  and  then 
committing  suicide.  A  Spaniard  named  Pedro 
Irigo  was  arrested  m  trying  to  escape  (roui  the 
house,  and  it  is  not  certain  whether  he  was  con- 
cerned  in  the  crime  or  not.  The  woman  had  been 
shot  eight  times,  some  of  them  causing  only  light 
wounds  while  the  suicide  showed  one  /atal  wound 
inuie  Head.  It  was  evidently  a  case  of  furious 
jealousy.  ■

Of  course  the  drinking-salonns 
billiard-saloons,  cafes,  cigar-shops,  etc.,  will  be' 
permitted  lo  remain  open ! 

—We  observe  that  Barao  de  Drummond  is  one 
of  the  chief  promoters  of  Chinese  immigralion. 
The  Baiiia  can  afTord  it,  for,  no  matter  what  kind 
of  Chinese  are  brought,  he  is  sure  to  gain  by  it. 
Such  as  are  unsuitable  lor  conductors  and  drivers 
on  his  street  railway,  he  can  put  into  his  zoolofiical 
garden  and  induce  people  to  bet  on  ihein. 

—According  to  telegrams  received  on  the  27lh, 
ihe  A/minttt/e  L'aitmo  h.-id  encountered  a  severe 
storm  after  leaving  Toulon  and  was  obliged  to 
return  lo  that  port  for  repairs.  The  minister  of 
marine  lias  therefore  resolved  to  have  tlie  vessel 
refuted  there  f.ir  Ihe  voyage  to  China  and  will  send 
tlie  minister  and  officers  for  that  exiiedition  to 
louloii  in  the  Tmjano. 

—Councillor  Lniz  Martins  dc  Ainaral  declined  lo 
accept  the  place>  fur  which  he  h.id  been  elected,  of 
director  of  the  new  Banco  da  Republica  do  Br.izii 
Accordingly  on  the  2;ih  inst.  a  large  number  of 
former  emph)ye^  of  ilie  defunct  Ba)ico  do  lirazil 
went  to  ins  house  in  special  street-cars  for  the  pur. 
pose  of  applying  a  little  gentle  violence  to  liim. 
ile  obtained  permission  lo  consult  his  pillow  (or 
several  nights. 

—According  lo  a  Paris  telegram  pvdilishcd  in  the 
Jornal\\\\s  morning,  a  report  is  current  lliere  that 
another  controversy  has  arisen  over  ihe  treatment 
of  Italians  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  where,  it  is  staled, 
the  greatest  atrocities  have  been  committed.  The 
newspapers  in  Rome  have  given  minute  accounts 
of  these  various  acts  of  barbarity,  and  the  Italian 
government  has  instrucled  its  minister  in  this  city 
to  demand  satisfaction .

—The  Cleveland  Leader '^yA>\\%\\f:^  an  extract  from 
a  letter  from  David  R.  Paige,  written  from  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  in  which  he  tells  his  friends  that  he  has 
bought  a  gold  mine  near  Santos  and  that  he  ex- 
pects  to  make  $1,000,000  out  of  the  investment. 
As  Mr.  1  aige  is  a  forger  and  fugitive  from  justice, 
his  victims  are  naturally  anxious  to  know  if  the 
story  IS  true,  as  he  promises  lo  return  and  pay  up 
when  his  mdiion  IS  made.  In  all  probability  Mr. 
Paige  is  wearmg  a  borrowed  name,  consequently 
we  do  not  know  anything  about  his  operations,  but 
we  can  safely  assert  that  the  gold  mine  near  Santos 
IS  purely  imaginary. 

—The  new  cruiser  Tiradentes,  Capt,  Emilio  de 
Carvalhaes  Gomes,  entered,  port  on  the  night  of 
Ihe  24th.  The  vessel  was  built  at  the  works  of  Sir 
VV.  Armstrong,  Mitchell  &  Co.,  Newcastle,  and  is 
one  of  the  three  new  men-of-war  ordered  by  ihe 
provisional  government.  She  is  165  fe«t  long,  30 
broad,  14.6  depth,  and  is  vated  at  750  tons  dis- 
placement.     She  is  buitt  of  steel,  her  horse-power

Hccoriling  to  monilis  : 
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The  repiirt  j^ave  an  estimated  populatiim  of 
S43.000  for  the  city,  which  njves  an  averat;e  of  14  7 
l|eisoi.s  for  the  35.415  houses  occnpied.  ISased  on 
this  estimaled  pupiilntion  tlie  report  give  t)ie  aver- 
age rale  of  niortably  as  43.SS  per  i.ooo,  which  is  a 
very  high  rate.  The  census  of  1S90,  however, 
according  to  the  Jornal  do  Commocio,  gives  the 
popnlnliiin  as  422.856  within  city  liniils,  which, 
after  making  hberal  allowance  for  the  increase  of 
one  year,  gives  us  an  average  of  54  per  i,ono. 

In  the  analysis  of  die  report,  Dr.  Poitagnl  says 
tliat  the  deaths  of  children  under  10  years  numbered 
7.303' c  nearly  one-lhird  of  the  lotnl.

of  the  heart,  1,120  from  enteric  diseases,  312 
from  pneumonia,  156  from  lieri-beri,  no  from 
typhoid  lever,  etc.,  etc.  The  classificalion  of 
diseases  is  not  all  Diat  can  be  desired,  and  the  re- 
port is  therefore  not  as  valuable  for  medical  study 
as  it  would  otherwise  be.

Co.,  of  this  city,  has  been  transformed  into  a  limi- 
ted liability  company,  with  a  capital  of  ^loo.ooo. 

—It  is  announced  that  the  namburg:-Sonth 
American  Co.  has  ordered  three  new  steamers  for 
a  direct  service  with  Rio  Grande  do  Sul.  These 
steamers  will  have  a  draft  of  12  feet  and  will  carry 
1, 28i>  tons  of  cargo.  'Ihe  service  will  be  initiiUed 
in  July  or  August  next.  This  nndertakiiit,^  should 
derive  mudi  support  from  the  large  Cierman  popu- 
lation in  Rio  Grande  do  ^^iul.

—According  to  the /V/(r;W,  of  Juiz  de  Fora,  the 
president  of  the  meeting  of  planters  held  there  to 
dis:uss  Chinese  labor,  announced  that  he  had 
received  a  letter  from  the  United  States  minister 
recoinmending  Mr.  John  Lawson,  who  had  under- 
taken to  introduce  Chinese  laborers  for  the  im- 
poverished agriculture  of  the  country.
